ADVENTURES IN STAMPS

HAVE YOU HEARD . • . 

— THAT Emanuel Swedenborg, the great Swedish scientist and 
founder of the Church of New Jerusalem, had an entire fleet of ships 
transported over seventeen miles of land? Within a few days, thanks 
to the plans of Swedenborg, the Swedish fieet was 
moved across land and over cHffs from one part of the 
Kattegat (the entrance to the Baltic Sea) to another. 
The Swedes cam e behind the Danish fleet and de- 
stroyed it in a surprise attack. 

—THAT because the peq>le of the Republic of Colom- 
bia, in South Anj^rica, wanted to show the world that 
they refused to have anything more to do with Germany an entire 
supply of airmail stamps printed i n Berlin was destroyed and 
replaced by a new series engraved in the United States? Colombians 
say that from this time on all o f their postage stamps and money 
will be prepared by American iirms as a sign of friendliness for the 
United States. 

— THAT stamp dealers in London and other large cities of England 
keep their stamp supplies in bombproof underground vaults? When 
people come to buy stamps they go down a long flight of steps into 
the vaults. Tea and biscuits are served and many are present to buy 
stamps, especially d uring air raids. 

— THAT the United States plans to print many new stamps during 
1943? The P ost master General has a lis t o f niore than two hundred 
and fifty requests from States, Senators, clubs and societies for spe- 
cial commemorative designs. However, about five 
percent will be considered, as it would be impos- 
sible to issue new stamps for so many purposes. 



— THAT Iceland elects its King almost the same 
way we select our Presiden t? Icelanders have 
always picked the King of Denmark as their ruler, 
but they can vote to choose bim whenever a new 
one sits upon the throne. One wonders what would 
happen if they decided against voting for a Dan-

ish King and took the ruler of another land. When Denmark was 
occupied by the Nazis, Iceland voted to rule itself until the Danes 
would be free again.
